FISHY PEACE GESTURE 
ITiere may be earnest, warrled people who 
feel that the United States government j:e- 
]ected a Soviet peace bid by Its reception of 
Uanhal Stalln'i uuven to an Amerieatt 
preH correspondent's questions. 

I^ey may feel that we have missed a 
chancy to "Bit down with the Russians and 
talk Xhlngs over." 

Thfy may feel that Secretary of State 
AcheGon, In commenting on the Btalln an* 
ffwers, was content Co demolish an opponent's 
argumenta brllUitntly and win another'round 
of the cold war on points. But this would be 
a most unfair estimate of American motives. 

In the first place. Mr. Stalin had an obvious 
purjwse In releaslnr his statement American 
and other correspondents frequently submit 
questions to the Russian leader. He Is free 
not only to answer or Ignore them, of course, 
' but to choose what questions he will answer, 
and' when. He usually limes these replies with 
some positive move by this country to add 
strength to the free world's defenses agalnst- 
Russlan aggression. 

Mr. Stalin chose to Issue his lates t one while 
the North Atlantic tlllanee waslrnhe process 
of formation. He also cRose for his purpose 
four questions submitted by fUngsburr Smith 
of the International News Service. 

The questions could not have been Intended 
to flatter Mr. Stalln,_bul by their nature they 
somehow aeenied to. Their hypothetical con- 
struction Invited an affirmative answer. And 
by merely aaylng yes. the Russian dictator 
could seem to the hasty reader to t>e an ag- 
greaslve champion of peace. 
^ . - Mr. Stalin liu r'"^* «lmlla r 'tPtt menti he- ' 
ror«, but not many. Thtli Infrequency. as weU 
as their tim ing and con tent w or k tp hla ad- 
vantage. Mr. Truman repeatedly has stated 
that peac« Is the goal of his own and his 
countTT"! policy. He repeatedly has expressed 
his wllUngneas to meet Mr. Stalin In Wash- 
ington. Tha government which Mr. Ituman 
. heads. haa made numerous proposals la th* 
United Nations which would advance the 
cause of peace. 

Mr. SUlln. on the other hand, aeldom 
makes peraonal statements to the outslda 
— wortft — When h e doc s, an d e sp e cia ll y w n tn ' 
he talks of peace, his words have a double im- 
pact of surprise. It Is amazing enough to 
have him address \ht n on -communist world 
directly. It is more amarlng to hear «enU- 
menti from him that are completely contra- 
dicted by his government's foreign ppllcy. 

The result was that this double impact put 
the United States gDvemmcni momentarily 
on the dcfcnslvf. it madf Mr Acheson's 
public reply desirable, For Mr Smith, how- 
ever unintentionally, had played squarely 
Into Mr Stalin's hands by giving him a 
chance lo look gpod al a moment when he 
particularly wanlr-d lo.
